2. (Currently amended) The elongated display fiber-(4) of claim 1 , charact e r i z e d i n 
that i t furth e r compr i s e s including a respective electrical connection-(§) to each of 
said -the row4R4.-Ra4 and column-(G4.-GR) conductors brought to at least one end of 
said-the fiber-W. 

3. (Currently amended) The elongated display fiber-(4) of claim 1 , charact e r i z e d i n 
said -wherein the electrical conductor matri x includes transparent conductors- ^ 
b ei ng of a transpar e nt mat e r i a l , pr e f e rab l y i nd i um t i n ox i d e ( I TQ) . 
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4. (Currently amended) The elongated display fiber-(4) of claim 1 , charact e r i z e d i n 
said -wherein the electrical conductor matri x (3) b ei ngj s slanted around said -the f iber 
such that the conductors are generally parallel to a longitudinal axis of the fiber- (44T 
pr e f e rably at a slant i ng ang le c l os e to 180° . 

5. (Currently amended) The elongated display fiber-(4) of claim 2, charact e r i z e d i n 
said -wherein the f ibe r (1 ) b ei ng is substantially a polymer fiber. 

6. (Currently amended) A display apparatus (6), charact e r i z e d i n that i t furth e r 

compr i sGG comprising: 

at least one elongated display fiber (1) accord i ng to c l aim 1 that includes: 

a plurality of electro luminescent pixel elements distributed along a 

length of the fiber: and 

an electrical conductor matrix that includes a first plurality of conductors 

and a second plurality of conductors that run along the length of the fiber such that 

eacli pixel element is coupled to a conductor of tlie first plurality of conductors and a 
conductor of the second plurality of conductors, and a n a ssoc ia t e d 

a_display drive r that is configured to drive the first and second plurality of 

conductors to cause selected pixel elements to emit ligh t m e ans (7) . 

7. (Currently amended) The display apparatus-(§) of claim 6, charact e r i z e d i n that i t 
furth e r compr i s e s including a plurality of said -the f ibers444 disposed in a side by side 
arrangement to define a yiewing surface of said -the display apparatus-(§). 

8. (Currently amended) The display apparatus-(6) of claim 7, charact e r i z e d i n that it 
furth e r compr i s e s including a substrate on which said -the plurality of fibers-(4-) are 
disposed in said -the side by side arrangement. 

9. (Currently amended) The display apparatus-(§) of claim 6 charact e r i z e d i n that i t 
furth e r compr i s e s . including a plurality of said -the fibers-W disposed as an array of 
essentially parallel fibers-(4). 
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10. (Currently amended) The display apparatus-(§) of claim 6 charact e r i z e d i n that i t 
furth e r compr i s e s . including a plurality of said -the f ibers-W disposed in a warp or 

weft of a fabric. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The display apparatus-(6) of claim 6 charact e r i z e d i n that i t 
furth e r compr i s e s . including a plurality of said -the f ibers444 disposed as meandering 
fibers-(4) in a fabric. 

12. (Currently amended) The display apparatus-(§) of claim 1 0 charact e r i z e d i n sa i d ^ 
wherein the f abric b e ing is_a textile. 

13. (New) The display apparatus of claim 8, wherein the substrate is a substantially 
flexible material. 

14. (New) The display apparatus of claim 6, wherein the fiber is substantially a 
polymer fiber. 

1 5. (New) An article of clothing comprising at least one fiber that includes: 

a plurality of light emitting elements disposed along a length of the fiber, 
a first and second plurality of conductors that run along the length of the fiber, 
such that each light emitting element is coupled to a conductor of the first plurality of 
conductors and a conductor of the second plurality of conductors, and 

a display driver that is configured to drive the first and second plurality of 
conductors to cause selective light emitting elements to emit light. 

16. (New) The article of claim 15, wherein the at least one fiber is disposed in a warp 
or weft of a fabric of the article. 

17. (New) The article of claim 16, wherein the at least one fiber includes a plurality of 
fibers that are arranged in parallel. 
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18. (New) The article of claim 15, wherein the at least one fiber includes a plurality of 
fibers that are arranged in parallel. 

19. (New) The article of claim 18, wherein the plurality of fibers are arranged on a 
flexible substrate. 

20. (New) The article of claim 15, wherein the fiber is substantially a polymer fiber. 
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
